F REX3HT STATEMEHTS by leading Democrmtle 
and Republican politidana are any guide, a change 
In the United Stata’ policy toward many of the new 
and emerging African states Is on the way. 

Just over a month ago Mr. Mennen Williams, 
United States Under Secretary of State for African 
Affairs, expressed sonte horror at the number of 
Africans who are being trained in sabota^ and 
guerilla warfare tactics in Communist countries. 

Speaking at Wayne University, Mr. WUliams said 
that he had knowledge of four Communist diplomatic 
missions now at work In Tanganyika, and noted wdth 
alarm that the number of natives from the Rhodesiaa, 
Nyasaland, South AMca and tha Peetngueae African 
colonies who go to Communist countries as'idlolars 
has now increased to more than 300 a year. 

Senator Barry Goldwater, widely touted aa the 
next Republican presidential candidate, takes an 
even more serious view of American-Afrlcan relationa 
In an article in the Los Angeles Times, the 
senator has this to say: “Our entire African- foreign 
policy needs a careful re-examination. For as things 
now stand, we are not helping the African masses 
very much, and we are not helping ourselves at all. 

"Since 1956, 27 new African countries have been 
admlUed to the United Nations. Most are in economic 
trouble, despite aid from the European countries which 
formerly ruled thent Almost without exception, the 
economic situation in the new states has deteriorated. 
Moreover, the trend toward dictatonhlp and personal 
rule is marked. 

"Equally disturbing is the nationalism and 
extremis in most of the new states. Anti-white 
sentiment is strong and seems to be rising all over 
Africa. 

"Kenya, the British colony, is not yet free, but 
already the white farmers are leaving. 

"Freedom for the Belgian Congo was followed 
by outbreaks of atrocities and murders, and destruc¬ 
tion of property. The exodus of Europeans which 
followed is one reason for the sorry state of the 
Congo today. 

‘There is such a thing as freedom too soon. This 
is exemplified in the Belgian Congo and in some 
other stetes as well The Belgians claim we put 
pressure on them to get out of the Congo, and now 
it is fully apparent that the Congo was not ready 
to run its own affairs. Meanwhile the United States 
has committed itself to back the Congo government 
Already we have put over $200 millions into the 
country. We will, of course, give the Congo much 
more before we are through.” 

Senator Goldwater went on to point out that 
Premier Cyrille Adoula of the Congo, who is financed 
by the United States, is openly supporting a move¬ 
ment to drive the Portuguese out of Angola. "He has 
donated land for a camp which is training troops for 
an invasion of Angola, and the men are supplied with 
arms by Ben Bella, the Algerian leader who pledged 
his support to Castro right after he visited the United 
States for foreign aid talks. 

“If we permit Adoula to carry out his plans, it 
will amount to "our assisting an attack on the 
Portuguese, since we are Adouia’s principal backer.” 

llie time has come. Senator Goldwater suggests, 
for the United States to take stock of its policies and 
try out some basis for co-operation between the 
whites and the natives of Africa. “It is obvious,” 
he said, “that a satisfactory working relationship 
between the races is neceasary for any real African 
progress. Our present policy b not providing such a 
relationship.” 

The disillusionment has taken long in coming— 
perhaps too long. Already the rat has started and 
the pattern been set, thanks In large measure to the 
blind and stiff-necked policy Washin^on has followed. 

Rather than seek advice and information from 
knowledgeable and available British, French or Belgian 
authorities on Africa, the United States chose to 
blunder its way ahead in the still dark continent on 
a do-it-yourMlf basis using its ubiquitous and ever- 
welcome dollar as its only guide. 

The result is the emergence of a dozen or more 
petty but dangerous African tribal dictatorships 
whose existence depends almost wholly on American 
financial assistance. 

Even though it is now clearly recognized in 
Washington that the policy which fathered this 
situation was a blunder of the first magnitude, the 
United States finds itself faced with the unpalatable 
knowledge that if its financial aid is withdrawn at 
this time from the African states concerned they 
would retaliate by making an open and aggressive 
swing over to the Communist bloc. 

However, the mounting and unreasonable de¬ 
mands from BO many of the new African governments 
coupled with the growing resistance of the American 
people toward “give-away” programs may soon change 
the present attitude of the Kennedy administration 
toward this type of blackmail which was so sadly and 
naively engineered by its own experts.

As a showcase lor 
eommunlgm, Russia would seem 
to have more appeal than Red 
China. 


Malaysia is Internally divided by two great cultures

Cucumbers and their near-rela- 
ttvrs are common offrndera In this 
regard; H is quite a roinmon thing 
to find the wdilte roots of squash, 
mamnv. pumpkin or rucumber peep¬ 
ing through the soli surface. The 
covering In this case should be rich, 
containing plenty of old maiMuc. loc 
thfs family la noted for Its big appe¬ 
tite. 

Strawberry plants have a tend¬ 
ency to heave themselves up out 
of I ha ground—or prrhapa the soil 
tvashes away, leaving the roots 
exposed.
